The Chicago Ghetto 
is changing its geo- 
graphical boundaries. 
It is also changing its 
physiognomy.Twelfth 
and Jefferson streets 
have for two genera- 
tions or more been 
the axis about which 
the Ghetto revolved 
ym itself. The central 
A pomt of the Ghetto 
today is Tweifth 
street and Kedzie 
avenue, some three miles west. 

Between 25,000 and 30,000 families, ft is 
estimated, have in the last three years moved 
from the lower west side to the upper. With 
the families there went, of course, the Dboard- 
ing and rooming population of the old Ghetto. 
In all, therefore, something like 150,000 peo- 
ple have poured into the district whose main 
thoroughfares are Kedzie avénue, Twelfth 
street, Douglas, and Independence boule- 
vards. 
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{ 
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There are a number of things that forced 

this migration from the of Ghetto and the 
establishment of a new Ghetto. To begin 
with, the people in that district have out- 
Mown the old Ghetto physically, socially, 


there fifteen or twenty years ago, if he has 
been at all successful, has accumulated a 
little fortune by this time. Now in his old 
age he wants to enjoy the money he has 
saved at the sacrifice, for so many years, of 
all personal comforts and even necessities. 

Often it is children, the new generation of 
Americans, who insist on the family’s mov- 
ing out of the tumbledown shacks or dreary 
tenements of the old Ghetto. The children of 
the street venders and second hand men 
along Jefferson and Maxwell streets are gen- 
erally working downtown. They either work 
in the clothing zone along Market and Frank- 
lin streets or else they work in the loop 
proper. 

Their public school training, in the first 
place, and their commingling with Ameri- 
cans in the stores and shops soon puts them 
out of touch with their surroundings in the 
old Ghetto. They object to living in slum 
tenements and to the Huropean standards of 
living in their homes. 

This young American blood has been an im- 
portant factor in the building up of the new 
Ghetto. 

aapn 

Just as the Ghetto inhabitant has changed 
#0 has the character of the old Ghetto. Thus 
the Crane works have for years been an im- 
portant factor in the life of the community. 
One by one in the last few years the offices 
and shops of the Crane company have been 
torn down. The company has moved farther 
west. 

The railroads, which in the past confined 
themselves to the territory east of Canal 
itreet, have been looking for room to ex- 


pand. They appropriated a good slice of they, 


Ghetto for their purposes. Blocks and blocks 
bf houses west of Canal stréet have been 
razed by the railroads and freighthouses are 
bow going up in the places where there were 
once synagogues, homes, and clothing fac- 
torles. This also spurred on the rise of a 
new Ghetto. 
~~ 

The rise of the new Ghetto does not, how- 
ever, mean that the last chapter has been 
written in what have come to be known as 
Ghetto and slum problems in Chicago. The 
new Ghetto has problems no less sinister 
than the old Ghetto, but they appear here in 
a different gulse. 

In the old Ghetto the great scourge of the 
inhabitants was consumption. The sunless, 
reeky tenements bred the disease like @ 
hothouse. Disease in general found in 
the old Ghetto a fertile soil. Children’s 
Giseases, like scarlet fever and diph- 
theria, when they once descended upon the 


es to assume epidemic proportions. Dis 
pensaries were crowded to the doors at all 
times of the day. The charity organizations 
were working overtime and so were the un- 
dertakers. ss 

In the new Ghetto consumption will prob- 
ably be reduced considerably. There prob- 
ably will be fewer epidemics among children 
But the undertaker is not likely to be cheated 
but of much in the long run. The newer 
Ghetto, with itg “new” and “ modern “ 
buildings that are going up daily, is exposing 
Its population to the dangers ofg conflagra- 
tion. :

Keepers, Inmates, and Real Estate 


Holders Objects of Intended 
Court Proceedings. 


DISCOVER THE LID 1S OFF AGAD 


The committee of fifteen yesterday made 
Public the plan it has set afoot to purge 
Chicago's dives of vice. The committee of 
fifteen is the organization of public spirited 
men and women which invoked theaid of the 
late John —. W. Wayman in closing the 


Wayman’s last public act before he retired as 
state's attorney of Cook county. 

The committee of fifteen yesterday directed 
letters, over the signature of President Clif- 
ford W. Barnes, putting the problem square- 
ly up to three city officials, who are em- 
powered under the law to clean out the im- 
moral resorts. The committee reports the 
lid is off again. 

The letters point out the statutes of INinols 
providing that property leased for tmmoral] 
purposes may be vacated by the health com- 
missioner as a public nujeance. They also 
point out the act which provides that the 
owners of property leased for immoral! pur- 
pose may be prosecuted and fined $200 for 
every twenty-four hours of operation. 

Three Officials Named. 

The letters were addressed to: 

CARTER -H, HARRISON, mayor of 


JOHN M'WEENY, chief of police. 
DR. GEORGE B. YOUNG, health 
commissioner. 

Accompaning the communication to the

Owners to Aid Cleanup. 

The committee of fifteen may find that it 
will not have much work to do. THE Tris- 
UN» at right made a poll of those property 
owners listed by the committee and aacer- 
tained that several reputable citizens of Chi- 
cago ho'd title to the places condemned by 
the investigators. 

Those owners who could be reached ex- 
pressed astonishment at the committee’s re- 
port, and announced their willingness to co- 
operate in wiping out the vice evil. Most of 
them asserted they had delegated the renting 
of their property to agents and were ignorant 
of the uses to which it had beeg put. 

Francis J. Dewes, president of the Central 


' brewery, was one of those who became in- 


dignant when told his property at 2000 Wa- 
bash avenue was listed as housing an im- 
moral resort. 

* 1 do rot see how that can be possible,” 
he said. ‘‘My real estate affairs are con- 
‘@ucted for me by H. O. Stone & Co., agents, 
who -have strict orders from me in writing 
not to rent any property of mine for the pur- 
pose of which the committee complaina. I 
shall lock this up tomorrow, and if I find the 
repost true will immediately cancel the lease. 
I personally favor abolishing all saloons that 
lend aid to trafficking in women.” 


Woman Lacks Information. 

Mrs. Diizabeth Palmer Smith, a daughter 
of the first partner of the late Marshal! Field, 
said she had no knowledge of any immoral 
uses of her property at 8 Hast Twenty*second 
street. 

“T rented my property to the Pabst Brew- 
ing company several years ago,”” Mrs. Smith 
said, “and they subrented it to Ben Zellen. 
Bie operates a saloon there, but that is about 
all the property can be rented for now. He 
seemed to be running the place In a respecta- 
ble manner. Of course, there might*have 
been things going on there that I didn’t 
know about.

Andrew Drew, Well Known in 
Chicago, Plunges to Death 
at Lima, 0. 


BIPLANE FLAMING TORCH. 


Lima, 0., June_12.—Anérew Drew, pupil of 
Orville Wright, volplaned to death here this 
afternoon in e biazing biplane. 

Drew was killed as a result of a desire to 
take “just a little joy ride ’’—his last words 
to his partner—in a machine which he had not 
thoroughly tested. ae 

His partner in a local schoo! of aviation, J. 
C. Branazon, had urged him not to take the 
trip, but Drew wished to try out the biplane. 

When in the air only a short time, Drew 
shut off his motor and the men at the avia- 
tion grounds saw a red tongue of fame dart 
from the machine. 

Emergency Dip Fails, 

The flash of red at the rear of the machine 
increased, and Drew, evidently hoping to 
land in a field a half mile away, made an 
emergency dip in an effort to save himself. 
The biplane, hesitating for a moment, sud- 
denly shot downward, careening as it feil. 

As Branazon and the other spectators ran 
across the fields to the wreck there was the 
sound of an explosion, and the machine was 
torn apart. 

Drew evidently had landed on his head. 
His skull was fractured and both arms and 
both hips were broken. 


DREW WELL KNOWN HERZ. 

“ Andy ’ Drew, as he was familiarly known 
to Chicago friends, was a native of St. Louis, 
and the son of the late Francis A. Drew, mil- 
lionaire glass manufacturer and banker of 
that city. Drew was graduated from &t. 
Louis university. ‘ 

Upon leaving school he became a reporter 
on the St. Louls Post-Dispatch. It was in 
putting over a “scoop” that he caught the 
aviation fever. In order to get a better de- 
scriptive story than rival reporters of a 
balicon race in St. Louis in 1900, he made an 
ascension tn a gas bag.

Amendment Jars the “Drys.” 


They say the house probably will not con- 
cur in the amendment to the residence dis- 
trict bill and it will have to go back to the 
senate for action. The drys predict the sen- 
ate will recede from ‘its action and the bill 
will become a law regardless of refusal of 
the house drys to approve the senate amend- 
ment.

The vote last fall was 1,146,173, and it is 
figured there are upwards of 1,000,000 women 
eligible to vote. The leaders of the suffrage 
movement promise most of the 1,000,000 will 


be out. 

The total female population of the state 
is 2,726,938, with 2,912,468 men. Cook coun- 
ty’s total] male vote in the last presidential 
election Was 428,512. 

Another important-feature expected to 
swell future vote returns is pointed out by 
the suffrageleaders. The propaganda for the 
vote is particularly strong among women 
of foreign birth, of whom there are about 
300,000 in Chicago. As their eligibility de- 
pends on the status of their husbands they 
are expected to force the men of the families 


to become naturalized. 


Women Make Further Plans. 

Among the local leaders plans of jubila- 
tien over the victory at Springfield took sec- 
ond place to plans of further acquisition. 
Some of the things the women will do with 
the vote are: 

Work for stronger organization for 
complete suffrage. 

Create more classes for 
citizenship. 

Round up. the women voters—including 
the foreign born:

has just dawned on congress that the recent 
gecision of the Supreme court of the United 
States in toe Sault Ste. Marie case, giving 
congress absolute powers over the navigeble 
grreams of the northwest, will have a far 


peaching effect in connection with govern-— 


ment control of water power. 


This decision, described today . by ex- 


Secretary of the Interior Walter Fisher of 


Chicago as ““epoch making,” was’ handed 
down two weeks ago, but its full significance 
has escaped public attention. 

Previous Claims by Lawyers. 

It has been claimed by lawyers opposed 
to the federal idea of conservation as enunci- 
gted by Roosevelt and observed by Taft that 
“federal control of water power is expressly 


ymited to the sovereign power of control for 
the specific purpose of navigation, and is 
limited to the reasonable necessities of such 
pavigation. 

It further has been claimed that “ all other 
powers of control, including all proprietary 
rights in the beneficiel use of the water 
powers, have passed to the states, and the 
gigtes, by adjudications which are final on 
this subject, have conferred on the riparian 
ewners all proprietary rights.” 

How comprehensive the Supreme court’s 
decision is will be appreciated when it is real- 
ised that the term “‘ navigable waters " does 
not merely include the navigable sections of 
gtreams, but extends to the tributaries and 
feeders, for without the control of these the 
power over the navigable sections might be- 
gome wholly impotent. The Supreme court 
decision applies not only to those waterways 
in use or capable of use by commerce, but 
to the branches which flow into them, 


Gives Congress Complete Control. 

The court declared that so unfettered is 
the control of congress over the navigable 
streams of the country that its judgment 
as to whether construction in or over such 
a river is or is not an obstacie and in the in- 
terests of navigation is conclusive. 

Such judgment and determination fs the 
exercise of legislative power in respect of 
a subject wholly within its control. The 
pewer of use and control comes from a power 
to regulate commerce between the states and 
with foreign nations. It includes naviga- 
tien and subjects every navigable river to 
the control of congress. 


In other words, if for the purpose of.im- ' 


proving the navigability of a stream carry- 
ing interstate commerce, thefedera | govern- 
ment constructs and maintains a dam, with 
locks and gates, the government has the 
undoubted right to establish and maintain, 
in connection with such dam, an electric 
piwer plant for the purpose of furnishing 


motive power to operate such locks and | 


gates 

Mind the federal go¥ernment has the right 
to sell, lease or rent for compensation any 
surplus power that may arise from and be 
an incident to such an improvement of nav- 
igation. 

It is regarded as inconceivable by the Su- 
preme court that there can be private owner- 
ship of the running water in a great naviga- 


ble stream.

The senator announced that he was flatly 
opposed to a renewal of the treaty for the 
reason that he opposed the arbitration of the 
dispute over the remission of Panama canal 
tolls to American coastwise shipping. 

On account of the Oregon senator's attitude 
it was impossible to proceed with considera- 
tion of the treaty at the time. : 


Lewis Remains with Opposition. 
Then came Senator Lewis of Lllinois, the 
Democratic whip of the senate, who, it 
transpired a few days ago, took a leading 
part in stirring up opposition to the treaty. 
Mr. Lewis is opposed to the arbitration 
of the canal toll dispute. Moreover, the 
senator was not feeling in the mood for

made public docements by order of con- 
gress and had ridden on the franks of sena- 
tors and representatives to the ends of the 
country, postage free. 

“ Bugar at a Glance,” prepared by him, 
he said, had.attained a circulation of 820,. 
000.copies under the frank of Senator Lodge. 
“ Report of the’ finance’ committee,” by the 
same senator, had beaten the pamphlet by 
80,000 copies. - | 


Franking Privilege Widely Used. 

The franks of Senator Smoot, Former Sen- 
ators Curtis and Dick, and the late Repre- 
sentative Maiby, Former Representative 
Pickett, and Represetitative Martin had 
swelled the total to more than a milion anda 
half. ' 

The printing of some of this number had 
been paid for by the beet sugar people, the 


witness said, but the free postage had saved | 
; them about $$28,000. 


Mr. Palmer developed that “Sugar at a 
Second Glance,’” which he intimated was tn- 
spired by the Federal Sugar Refining com- 
pany, and which was an argument in behalf 
of free sugar, had also been printed as a 
public document and circulated under the 
franking privileges. He did not say, nor did 
the committee ask, whose frank was so used. 

Mr. Palmer said that the beet men had 
spent about $160,000 in their campaign 
against free sugar since 1902. About $50,000 
had been used since last November, and 
about $14,000 of that amount since the be- 
ginning of the present congressional session. 


“Publicity, Work” Comes High. 

Much of the total sum had been spent in 
* publicity work,” in printing, salaries, and 
a good sized sum in motion pictures. He 
said that the beet producers in his associa- 
tion were assessed about 5 cents per ton, he 
thought. The last assessment was madé¢ in 
April, bringing in about $18,000, and the pre- 
vious one in February, about $17,000. 

Much of the day was spent by the commit- 
tee in trying to find out all the detalis of how 
** Sugar At a Glance" came to be printed as 
@ public document. 

Palmer said that when Senator Lodge 
made a speech on sugar in July, 1912, the 
charts subsequently used in the pamphiet 
were on the walis of the senate chamber. 
Senator Lodge secured the permission of the 
senate to have them printed as a public docu- 
ment. Accompanying these charts, Mr, 
Palmer deciared, were certain printed sheets 
containing sugar information. 


Says Charts Were Changed. 

Questioned by members of the committee, 
the witness sald that after the charts had 
been sent to the government printing office 
and proofs in black and white had been 
made of them he had discovered that they 
were not suitable for publication. He had 
therefore sent them toa private’printing con- 
cern and had them prepared in a fashion he 
thought suitable. This, he maintained, was 
done with the knowledge of Senator Lodge, 
and he considered that he was acting for 
the senator in the matter. 

Mr. Palmer became indignant before he 
left the stand at Senator Reed's efforts to 
find out everything done by the beet men in 
Washington. He said he supposed they 
talked with senators and congressmen. 

*“Y don’t think business men are barred 
from the city of Washington,” he added.

VENEREAL PERL. 

HE only figureg as to the prevalence of 
venereal disease that are at all de- 
pendable are those of the army and 
navy. All other figuresand sta 
are guesses, geome shrewd, some

The army finds that venereal disease now 
disables more men than any other cause. 
Typhoid fever has been banished from the 
army and navy; malaria is under control, and 
venereal disease, as @ pooducer of disability, 
is without a rival. 

The rate in the United States army was 
highest in 1902, when it reached 162. This 
means that, during that year, out of each 
1,000 men enlisted 162 contracted venereal 
disease. Therate remained around 150 until 
1907, when a moderate decline began. 

After several years of experiment and 


Jospin peop ed surgeons adopted a 


venerea] disease cone in 1910 and, in con- 
sequence, the rate rapidly dropped. In 1912 
it was 110; im the last querter of that year it 


was 01. 

Col Kean tells us that the 
eral's report showed that in 1911 
11,211 cases of venereal disease, whereas 
there were but 8,737 cases of typhoid fever, 
malaria, amallpox, measles, scarlet fever, 
en dysentery, and tuberculosis com-

The constantly non-effective rate is about 
18; out of each 1.000 men thirteen are at all 
times off duty because of venereal disease. 
Surgeon General Rixey, in his 1909 report 
as to the disablement of sailors in the navy 
from venereal disease, wrote: 

“This class of disease would have oper- 
ated to render entirely ineffective for over a 
month three battleships with a complement 
of 1,000 officers and men each.” 

The navy rate in 1909 was 160. I under. 
stand that they are controlling venereal dis- 
ease after the same plan employed in the 
army, and that their rates are falling about 
as rapidly.

At that, we were several years behind 
other nations in beginning our fight on vene- 
real disease. The British army rate at its 
worst was 275. They had driven it down to 
sixty-six in 1909. The Prussian army in 
1909 had a rate of eighteen, and the French 
army of twenty-two. No European army, 
not even that of Spain, had a rate much 
higher than our rate at its worst. 

In an account of morbidity in the army on 
the Rio Grande, Col. Kean said that four 
men from each 1,000 were at all times out of 
service from venereal disease. Syphilitics 
were not counted as the disease in them was 
latent. 

If there were any way to discover the con- 
ditions in civil life it would be found that 
they do not differ greatly from those in army 
life, The amount of venereal disease in the 
army at home is a fair index of the amount 
among civilians. 

Judged by this standard, American condi- 
tions are worse than those of Great Britain, 
Germany, or France. Are we not called on 
to do something about it?

Suez Canal company, which he had 

held “for twenty years, and Charlies 
Jonnart has been appointed in hiestead. The 
office is one of such world-wide importance, 
especially to all maritime nations, that it is 
useful to explain just who Jonnart isa, since 
he is relatively unknown abroad, 

From 1882 to 1800 he wes head of the de- 
partment of the interior in Algeria. In the 
early nineties he was a member of the cham- 
ber of deputies for the department of the 
Pas-de-Calais, and for twelve months wae 
minister of pubiic works. In 1900 he was ap- 
pointed governor general of Algeria, and held 
that office without interruption for a decgde. 
He insisted on resigning when the cabinet 
of Aristide Briand, one of his most intimate 
friends, was overthrown in 1910, end last year 
when Briand again formed a cabinet he took 
charge of the department of foreign affairs 
on the Quai d'Orsay for a few months.

of the department of the Rhone, and owns 
several beautiful chateaux in France, his

An alien of the age of 18 years or more may 
file a declaration of intention as soon as she 
acquires a residence in the United States. 

She must make the declaration in a court 
ha e seal, a clerk, and jurisdiction in ac- 
tions at law or equity, in which the amount 
in versy is unlimited, within whose 
jurisdi she resides. Im Cook county the 
fol named courts are authorized by 
law to uralize aliens: 

The ted States District court on the 
sixth floor of the postofiice building (the court 
has jurisdiction over residents of the north- 
ern district of Illincis, comprising several 
counties); the Circuit court for Cook county 
an4é the Superior court for Cook county’ on 
the fourth floor of the county building (both 
have jurisdiction over residents of Cock 
county), and the City court of Chicago 
Heights QGurisdiction extends to city imits of 
Chicago Heights). The Circuit courts of 
every county in Illinois are authorized to 
confer naturalization. 

The alien must be prepared to. furnish the 
clerk of th8 court with the following in- 
formation: 

Name in full, date and place of birth, oc- 
cupation, personal description, complexion, 
color of hair, color of eyes, height, weight, 
and other distinctive marks, last foreign 
residence and allegiance, the date and place 
of arrival, and the name of the vessel in 
which she came to the United Statea, 

The declaration of intention is of no value 
in most states except as a preliminary step 
to naturalization, but it must be made at 
least two years before an alien may apply for 
full citizenship, or “* second papers,” and (if 
made subsequent to Sep. 27, 1906) is invalid 
for all purposes seven yeare after its date. 

GETTING THE SECOND PAPERS—It 
will be seen, therefore, that not less than two 
years nor more than seven years after the 
alien has made her declaration of intention 
she shall file a petition for naturalization or 
* gecond papers.’’ 

This petition must be made before the clerk 
of a court such as is described with reference 
to the declaration of intention, and the es- 
sential requirements. of law relating to final 
naturalization are as follows: 

The applicant must be at least twenty-one 
years of age.

DEFENDS THE CALUMET HARBOE. : MEASURE hy 


BY B. F. ELEEMAN. 


Across in Indiana they are doing now ex- 
actly what we could be doing {n Chicago if 
the Calumet lake harbor enterprise were 
under way. But in the neighboring state, 
cheap lands, adjoining deep water where 
there is abundant rall transportation, have 
caused an influx there of industries, which 
Chicago's better labor market and housing 
and living conditions would naturally at- 
tract had we something to offer in competi- 
tion with low priced aites. 

True, there is vacant land on deep water 
along the Calumet river, but it is held at 
prices practically prohibiting settlement un- 
tik all the cheaper lands with transportation 
facilities ehall have been exhausted over in 
Indiana. And, paradowmical as it may seem, 
the very object of the national government 
in its public works along Calumet river—that 
of developing the stream for industry and 
commerce—has been almost defeated by the 
cofsummation of those very improvements 

The shores of the river, being in private 
ownership, have accumulated their present 
value because of the public money spent upon 
the Calumet stream. The individual land 
owners for six miles along, from Calumet 
outer harbor to the turning basin—100 feet 
from thé proposed entrance to Calumet har- 
bor bavin—have seized for themselves every 
benefit intended to be conferred by this im- 
provement at the general expense. 


—o— 

Years ago, had Chicago the foresight to 
®btain this valuable dock property along 
Calumet river, these betterments out of the 
general purse would now return their thou- 
sand fold increase to the people. But that 
chance was missed. The Kleeman bill seeks 
to profit by this experience and to conserve 
to the city of Chicago the last stretch of 
dock sites possible for it to own that is now 
public domain and avaliable for public 
wharves and lease to new industries. 

Do not misunderstand me as opposing Cal- 
umet river improvement. The interest of 
navigation demanded it, and the plans of the 
government for developing that stream have 
proved their worth to commerce many times 
over. I am simply quoting this condition to 
point one moral: 

. Chicago and the state of Illinois have not 
taken advantage of the opportunity to con- 
serve for the people, when it was cheap, the 
immensely valuable stretches of dock prop- 
erty, made available by the government de- 
velopment work, which private capital has 
done, with the result that the city is no 

pressed for harbor facilities, has no lan 

to offer to attract industries, while Milwau- 


kee harber to the north has skimmed the 
cream off of our lake traffic, and to the 


south a neighboring state has increased in 
population by leaps and bounds because of its 
ability to secure large manufacturing plants 
on cheap sites. New York began its devel- 
opment of public wharves and docks just 
about the time Calumet river improvement 
began. On the authority of Dock Commis- 
sioner Tompkins of New York City the har- 
bor facilities of that port, owned by the peo- 
ple, could not bé duplicated for $200,000,000, 
all of which has been paid for out of the in- 
come from the property—and this while Chi- 
cago has lain dormant tn respect to the like 
tremendous assets within its confines.

BRAIN MOST DANGEROUS, 


Expert Makes Declaration During a 
Lecture at Paris Hospital. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
PARIS, June 12.—The following interesting 
Statements, some of which are considered 
striking by the leading lights of French 
medical science, were made today by Dr. 
Alexis Carrel of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, New York, at his first 
oflicial lecture at the Paul Beaujon hospital. 
Dr, Carrell announced that he was now able 


ease and safety.as in the abdomen. 

“It is now a. simple cut,” he said, “ and 
we open the thorax and operate upon thc 
lungs, heart, and aorta as we treat the kid- 
neys and the intestines. We now know, 
also, just how much the brain, the spinal 
cord, and the heart can stand as regards 
the temporary anesthetics required by the 
operation. 

“The heart suffers little from interrupted 
circulation as long as care is taken that it 
has enough oxygen and it may be stopped 
for five or even ten minutes without danger; 
while in the spinal marrow the circulation 
may be stopped as long as twenty minutes. 

‘For the brain, however, four minutes ls 
the limit of safety and after five it is difficult 
to restore normal conditions.’ 

A huge field of work remained, he said, 
to be done, as regards operations upon the 
human heart, and thé study of these was of 
the greatest possible importance. 

This was especially true of surgery for 
aneurisms and the shrinking of the aorta or 
pulmonary arteries.

ing but fire traps. Many sections of this new 
Ghetto, sections including a population large 
enough to make up a city of 30,000, can, with- 
out being libeled, be named “ firetrap, otties.”*

With the rush three years ago of popula- 
tion from the Ghetto westward, the district 
about Twelfth street and Kedzie avenue 
immediately became the prize of real estate 
speculators. A real estate boom was set 
afoot and fabulous fortunes have been made 
in that territory in the last few years. Peo- 
ple became rich over night. Men who 
worked in shops or who peddled with push- 
carts four years ago are today riding in auto- 
mobiles. Wall street, with its flurrries and 
speculations, with its lambs, bears, and bulla, 
had nothing for frenzied finance on the real 
estate operations of the new Ghetto. 

Apartment buildings were put up by the 
hundred. . These buildings were the geese 
that laid the golden eggs. For they were 
built for sale, not for use. The builders of 
these properties, contractors and speculators, 
did not, and do not at the present, expect to 
keep any of the buildings they put up. After 
the house is finished they rent. it for what- 
ever they can get. With a house full of ten- 
ants it is easily sold. 

a 

Building houses for use is one thing. Bulld- 
ing them for sale is another. The contract- 
or who puts up an apartment house which 
he expects to sell in three or four months is 
concerned with appearances only. He wants 
looks, not durability; glitter, not safety. To 
get all he can out of such a building he uses 
the cheapest materials. 

Scores of apartment houses in the new 
Ghetto are built of boards which literally are 


‘not stronger than the ones that go into the 


making of grocery boxes. The bricks used 
on the interior side of the buildings are 
often bought second hand from wrecking 
companies. The plaster is thin and crumples. 
The decorative woodwork inside is imitation. 
Pressed cardboard is used in place of wood. 

Pound a nail and a shower of plaster comes 
down inside the hollow walls. Moveabout 
your icebox and the floor of the kitchen be- 
gins to creak. Run up the stairs and they 
groan under your feet. 

The contractor who builds such a house 
knows, however, that only tenants run up- 
stairs.. The man who will come to buy the 
property will look for its concealed weak- 
nesses in every other way, but will never re- 
sort to the simple method of trying to run 
up the stairs two at a time. ane ;

The builders of these what in many in- 
etances are nothing more than papier maché 
houses are reaping a golden harvest. Men 
who have slaved in the basements of the old 
Ghetto, fixing over old shoes and old cloth- 
ing, turning gray. before their time in an 
effort to save money, are now putting the 
money they have earned with their blood 
and marrow in these buildings. But the

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Police Chief Says Courts Are 
Overlenient with Violators 
of Muffler Rules. 


“Cut out the cutout!” is the order expected_ 


te go to every automobile owner and dealer tp 
Chicago within a few weeks. An ordinance 
for the extinction of the open muffler nul- 
sance was agreed upon yesterday by repre- 
sentatives ¢f the city council and the owners 
and dealers in motor cars. ; 
Charlies M. Hayes, Charles EB. Gregory, and 
Attorney Frank L. Childs, representing the 
Chicago Automobile Trades association and 
the Chicago Motor club, appeared before the 
council committee on noise. They not only 
consented to the passage of an anti-open 
muffier ordinance but urged its adoption and 
promised their aid to bring about its enforce- 
ment. + 


Use of Cut-Out Limited. 

The measure will prohibit the use of the 
streets by any machine so equipped that 
the “cutout” can be operated by a person 
im the car. It will permit the operation of 
@ cutout only by hand control of a lever 
under the body of the car. The law depart- 
ment has given an opinion that such regula- 
tion would be legal, and the only poesible 
Obsiacie foreseen is the passage of the state 
bill that would take the power out of the 
hande of the city. 

“We're in favor of such an ordinance,” 
said Attorney Childs, ‘“‘and we'll be glad to 
help you pass it and enforce it. The dealers 

- consider it would be a good business proposi- 
tion for them as it would eliminate a cause 
of criticism against automobiles and prevent 
@ great deal of trouble.” 

Ald. George Pretzel, whom Chairman Wil- 
lie O. Nance assigned to the task of studying 
motor vehicle yoises, reported on the work 
of the police department in enforcing the 
muffier ordinance. Since it was paseed last 
August there have been eighty-two arrests, 
but fifty-six of the prisoners have been dis- 
charged in the municipal court. The totel of 
fines of the other twenty-eix was only $142. 


*  MdWeeny Blames Judges. 

“ You will notice,’’ read a letter from Chief 
McWeeny accompanying the report, “that 
last month nineteen arrests were made and 
that twelve offenders were fineds the total 
amount of the tines being $36, averdging $3 
im each case. 

“ Unless the judges of the Municipal court 
fine violators of this ordinance more heavily 
we cannot hope to prevent excessive noises 
by automobiles and other motor drawn vehi- 
cles.” 

During the discussion of the general subject 
of motor vehicies Attorney Childs made a 
statement that caused some of the aldermen 
to smile. He said the organizations he rep- 
resented were considering asking the pas- 


Sage of an ordinance requiring that all” 


motorcycle policemen wear uniforms. His 
argument Was that the sight of the uniforms 
would ‘tame speeders and other violators of 
the ordinances. Mr. Hayes said the “ cops “’ 
had a way of trailing automobiles that was 
extremely annoying, and that it was difficult 
to tell a civilian motorcyclist from a police- 
man. He also said policemen encouraged 
chauffeurs to race with them, : 


Tells of “‘Cop” Racing Girl. 

"I know of one case,” he said, “ where s 
young girl of 18 saw a man running beside 
her car and acting as if he wanted to race. 
-She tet out her speed a little, and kept call- 
ing. ' 1'm going twenty-five now,’ * I’m going 
thirty now,’ as she watched her speedom- 
eter. He let her get up to thirty-five miles an

Mr. Gregory, who said the proposed cutout 
ordinance Was “an awfully good one,’’ 
urged that strict regulations be enforced on 
the same subject against motorcyclists. He 
Said fully ¥0 per cent of the motor bicycles 
are not equipped with muffiers, and'that their 
more rapid explosions were much more nerve 
racking than the exhaust of automobiles. 


Suggests Talk on Horne, 

Harry Hudson, examiner of public auto- 
mobile chauffeurs, suggested an ordinance 
requiring a locking device or switch on ali 
horns and alarm devices while machines are 
Standing still. This, he said, would prevent 
children from pilayitg with them. He also 
urged that a sound limit be placed on-horns. 

“I believe,” said Ald. Pretzel, “it would 
be porsibie to prohibit horns entirely. The 
horn on my machine has been out of order, 
and last Sunday I drove fifty miles without 
using an alarm signal of any kind. I believe 
abolishing them would bring about gréater 
care in driving.”’

Crochet Drawstrings. 

I am kept busy making crochet drawstrings, 
which bring me a nice little income weekly. 
Instead of using ribbon to run through under- 
wear I crochet drawstrings, as they can be 
easily laundered in the garment without being 
removed, and in the long run are less expens- 
ive. I buy a medium white sized crochet cot- 
ton and double or sometimes use three strands, 
then I crochet a loose chainstitch the desired 
length. A loop or knot is made at the end 
as a finish. I also make little summer hats 
by sewing crochet medallions together which 
form the crown and brim. These trimmed 
with a little ribbon are very natty and also

RESIDENT HARRY PRATT JUDSON of 
the University of Chicago speaking for 
the board of trustees of the university 
and its affiliated secondary school, Uni- 
versity High, yesterday opened up an op- 
portunity for some Chicagoan to perpetuate his 
name by giving $250,000 for a new building for 
the high school. é- 

President Judson spoke in Mandel hall at the 
graduation exercises of University High, He 
was preceded in his remarks by Dr. Charles 
Juda of the School of Education and F.anklin 
W. Johnson, principal of the high school, both 
of whom explained the system which -the pri- 
mary and secondary schools are working out in 
connection with the university. 

a 

“We have had in mind for some time the 
erection of a hew building for University High 
school,” said President Judson, “ By thee bene- 
factions of Julius Rosenwald, La Verne W. 
Noyes, and through the bequest of the late Mrs. 
Hiram Kelly, we have completed the amount to 
be secured for our proposed new university 
buildings. It only remains now for somé citi- 
zens interested in education to come forth with 
a donation for a few building for our high 
school. We are working out here a scheme 
whereby much of the superfluous in education 
may be eliminated. We are going to provide 
the school with the best equipment and the 
best faculty obtainable. : 

“In connection with this, I may announce 
that next year we have degjded to IHmit the 
enrollment of the school to 400 students. Also 
the board of trustees has decided materially to 
increase the salaries of the instructors. By 
lessening the enrollment we shall be able the 
better to facilitate the relations of student to 
inetruction. Each student will be known per- 
sonally by his instructor, who in turn will be 
enabled to gauge the capacities of the students 
and to sympathize with the individual views of

on Stage Caricaturing. 


EN and women delegates from more 
than forty Jewish organizations in Chi- 
cago met at the Hotel Sherman last 
night and started-a nation-wide boycott 
against theaters that permit caricatur- 

ing of Jews. Judge Hugo Pam, chairman, ap- 
pointed a committée which will draft a constitu- 
tion for a permanent organization. 


Drama, musical comedy, extravaganza, bur-- 


lesque, moving pictures, and picture postcards 
will be included in the crusade. 


> 

“Hit at the box office, the pocketbook,” was 
the slogan of the meeting. Adolf Kraus, presi- 
dent of B'nai B'rith, the largest Jewish organ- 
ization in the world, advocated the adoption of 
heroic measures, He suggested that the boy- 
cott be extended to include the ostracizing of 
Jews who patronize theaters permitting carica- 
tures. He said these people should be excluded 
from Jewish circles. 

Some of the speakers mentioned the villify- 
ing caricatures In Life and the Smart Set, and 
said that these insults should be boycotted. 
Suggestions for a plan of action included the 
proposition of appointing vigilance committees 
in various sections of the city for the purpose 
of reviewing supposedly objectionable plays 
and passing upon them,’ after which, if they 
were considered insulting, warning was to be 
sent to the manager that unless the objection 
Was removed the boycott would be enforced. 

Judge Pam appointed the following members 
of a temporary vigilance committee: Judge 
Pam, Miss Molly Oscherman, Adolf Krause, Mrs. 
M. lL. Purvin, and Jacob M. Lobe. From this 
committee is to be picked a subcommittee to 
draft a constitution and by-laws.

“Can you give me a recipe for grapefruit 
salad? The gra uit is sliced thin and a 
dressing which contains oil and hlack pepper 
is poured over it. I have eaten it at hotels 
and should like to know how to prepare it. 
Also do you know how ‘Thousand Island’ 
dressing for salad is made? It contains 
whipped cream, which is added last, but I do 
not know the other ingredients.

Grapefruit is treated to a good French 
dressing. That is, an emulsion of four parts 
of best salad oil to one of lemon juice, a dash 
of cayenne, and a pinch of salit—all beaten 
smooth. For grapefruit you may add a little 
sugar to temper the acid, There are many 
variations of French dressing. I have given 
the usual mixture. I do not know the prep- 
aration you call “Thousand Island” dressing 
—at least not by that name. Cream is often 
added to mayonnaise to make it rich and 
smooth, Perhaps the recipe for which you ask 
will be contributed by a sister housewife. We 
should be glad to have and to print it.

Has Lost the Recipe. 

“Last fall there was printed in the Corner 
a recipe for ‘never fail’ cake, I tried it, and 
it was fine and easily and quickly made. I 
afterwards lost the recipe and I can’t remem- 
ber it. I am anxious for it again. Can you 
help me out? I am inclosing a recipe for 
devil’s cake which is cheap, quickly made, and 
fine: Two cups brown sugar, two squares bit- 
ter chocolate, one-half cup butter, one-half cup 
boiling’ water. Mix these well, then add two 
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egg yolks and one whole egg, two and one- 
half cups of flour sifted with one teaspoon of 
soda, one-half cup sour milk, one teaspoon of 
vanilla. Mix in the order they are written. 
Bake in two layers_and put together. with 
icing made of the remaining two whites of 
eggs and two cups of sugar, beaten, of course, 
in the usual way. 

“I also inclose a recipe for spoon bread: 
Two eggs, three-fourths pint buttermilk, one- 
half teaspoon of soda, one-half tablespoon of 
butter, three tablespoons of cornmeal. Beat 
the eggs separately and add the whites last. 
Bake in a deep dish.

Attorney General ‘Opposes More 
Pai for U. P.-S. P. Plans. 


U. 8. JUDGES HEAR PLEAS.

McReynolds May Agree to Trading §. 
P. Steck te the Pennsylvania, 


St. Paul, Minn., June 12.—Attorney General 
McReynolds served notice today that the 
government was opposed to giving the Union 
Pacific railroad any further extension of 
time within which to dispose of its holdings 
of Southern Pacific stock as ordered by the 
Supreme court. 


In doing so he made known to the railroads 
attorneys and. to United States Circuit Judges 
Sanborn, Hook and Smith at a hearing in 
the dissolution proceedings, bis objections to 
the latest plans proposed by the railroad for 
getting rid of its $126,650,000 worth of South- 
ern Pacific stock. 

When the hearing had been concluded with 
lengthy arguments on both sides, the court 
took the matter under advisement. No in- 
timation was given whether either or both 
of the plans submitted, involving a year’s, 
delay, would be approved or whether the 
court would follow the attorney general's 
Suggestion and attempt to dispose of the 
stock itself through the medium’of a receiver. 


Both Sides Present Arguments, 

In substance, the position taken by the rall- 
road and by the government, appeared to be 
as follows: 

“We are anxious to comply with the man- 
date of the Supreme court and dispose of our 
Southern Pacific holdings, but we are unwill- 
ing to sell it for the price we could getin the 
present state of the market,” Chairman 
Lovett of the Union Pacific board told the 
court. 

“The Supreme court ordered the Union 
Pacific to relinquish its Southern Pacific 
stock by July 1,” responded Attorney Genera] 
McReynolds. “That time practically has 
arrived and the Union Pacific has not com- 
piled with the mandate. The-time has come 
for this court to take the matter in hand and. 
order something done. If loss is incurred by 
the immediate sale of the stock it will beasa 
result of wrongful action on the part of the 
railroad. ’ 


May Trade for B. & O. Stock. 


Mr. McReynolds declared he could see so 
‘ 


objection to the proposed exchange by the 
railroad of $38,.00,000 worth of its Southern 
Pacific stock [a little less than one-third 
of its total holdings], for $21,000,000 worth of 
Baltimore and Ohio stock held by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. He asked the court for 
a brief time, however, within which to in- 
vestigate the stock holdings of the various 
railroads involved. 

Permission to make this exchange was 
sought by the railroad in a supplemental 
plan of dissolution filed today. The two 
plans were explained to the court by N. H. 
Loomis of Omaha, associate to Mr. Lovett. 
He thought the railroad should be allowed a 
year to carry them out, if approved. 


Wants Court to Fix Price, 

During discussion of the primary plan pro- 
viding for the sele of the stock by public 
subscription through a syndicate, Judge 
Smith asked the railroad lawyer what there 
was to prevent the syndicate from fixing a 
prohibitive price on the stock, thus prevent- 
ing popular sele and thereby leaving control 
of the Southern Pacific in.the hands of the 
Union Pacific. 

Mr. Loomis protested that the railroad was 
acting in good faith and desired no prohibi 
tive pricé placed on the stock.» He agreed, 
however, with Judge Smith’s suggestion that 
the court should fix a maximum price, pro- 
vided the figure was not below par.
